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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument from Applicant concerning a 
inferred correspondence that is not claimed is non persuasive. THe arguments as put forth in the Final Office action are based upon 
understanding the language of the claim at face value and from there construing the element based on such reading. The claim recites a 
LSDS to correspond with a set of PMO; and associating a PMO to a set of PMOs by setting (*) a field in a LCDS to a value referring to a 
LSDS. THere is correspondence b/w a LSDS and a value being set in a LCDS, i.e. reading on exactly what a ORF is purported to do, that 
is, corresponding to a PMO; because the claim recites setting a ORF in the LCDS to refer to a PMO, such field is being interpreted as 
being set from (*) above. Solely by reading the specifics of the claim, it has been construed that a ORF and a LSDS are both 
corresponding to a PMO, such correspondence being understood via (*). The arguments that LCSS is to refer to a newly associated 
PMO, and that no need for change in the LSDS for a association is to be made; or that the LSDS needs not point back, are misplaced 
because the claim as recited does not allow any construction of the teachings as alleged above. There is no inference or statement from 
the Examiner's standpoint that a change in the LSDS should be effected; hence Applicant's deductions are misplaced, notably since the 
understanding as put forth in Examiner's remarks are solely the result from garnering teachings and interpreting explicit statements in the 
claim as explained above. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are inconclusive; the claims are not in condition for allowance.. 
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
